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Aving already endeauqured to Inform myCountrey« 
men of the Grandeur of the Engliſh 3.onarchy, 
by givingthem an Account of the Kingsoms of Eng'and, 
Scotland and Ireland, and lihewije of his Majeſtys 
Dominions tn Atnerica 3 the acceptance they met with, 
hath incouraged me to diſcover to them what many have 
only heard of by diſcourſe, namely the Engliſh Acquiſe= 
tions in the 2 other Quarters of the VVorld, Africa 
and Aſia. In the firſt, the Royal African Compary 
being by their Charter from King Charles 2d. dated 
January, 2. 1652. Incorporated, the Limits of their 
Trade were from Sally in South Barbary, to the Cape 
of Gco1 Hope. In which large Traft of Land, they 
have Erefed ſeveral Forts, Faetories and Settlements 
for ſecuring their Commerce, which i very conſidera- 
ble in thoſe Parts. In Alia the Engliſh began therr 
Diſc-wertes juſt an hundred years ſince, in 1600. under 
Sr. James Lancaſter with q Ships onl;y, And ſoon 
after, the Induſtry of others had fach ſucceſs, that the 
Merchants Trading thither were lihewiſe Incorporated 
by Charter. This Honourable Faſt-India Company, by 
the prudent management of their affairs, ſet!:a Forts 
and Fatirys in Twenty four ſrueral mred Places, Of 
which our unbind Neighbours deprived as of ſome, and 
others were Deſerted for Conveniency ; the names of 
thoſe abandoned are as folyws. Ormus and Jaſques 
in the Perſian Gulf, Cambaja and Agra in the Great 
Mogols Countrey. Armagor, Pattana, and Siatw 
| on the Coaſt of Coromandel!, and Continent of Alia, 
Ticko, Jambo, Prianan on the Ile of Sumatra. Bane 
QA 2 (aw, 
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| To the Reader. 
tam, Jaccatra, and Japarra, on the Iſle of Jara. So- 
codona and Bornermaia on the land Bornev. Ma- 
caſſar on the Iſle of Celebs Polleroon in the Iſle of 
Banda. Firando 7n Japan. Auibcoina, Hitto, and 
other Mclucco Iſl.nds. So that now the Engiih® 
poſſeſs only thoſe mentioned in the Tirle Page, the Ac- 
count of all thiſe Places with the Relizion, Government 
and Manners of the Inhabitants, and th- Strange Crea- 
tures therein cannot but be deverting. T have alſo zruen 
a brief Deſcription 91 the Ifle of St. Helena, and the 
wonderful Voyage from thence, of Don Domingo Gon- 

- fales the Little Spani:rd,which ingenious and well can- 
trived Fancy would have been lo} if not here retretved. 
Theſe with many other pleaſant Relations therein, will 
T hope procure as fair Quarter for this as thoſe foy- 
merly publiſhed have met with, from the Friends of 
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The Acquiſitions of the Royal African Com- 
any in Guinea, and the ſeveral Forts 
and Caſtles betonging to them, from Sally 
in South Barbary to the Cape of Good 
Hope 1m Africa. With an account of the 
Natives of thoſe Conntrys ; their Religions 
Government, Trade, Wars, Marriages, 
Funer als, and Strange Cufloms, Alſo the 
Birds, Beaſts, MonFters, Serpents GC. 
found there. Intermixt with divers Acct 
dents, and Notabie Remarks, 


Hat Trat of Land called Grineay in 
Africa, comprehends 7500 Leagues 
from Cafe Verd in 14 Degrees N, La- 
titude, to Cape Conſaluo in the firſt 
Degree of South. Latitude, The. Por 
tuzals were the firſt that rarged this Shore, and 
having Intelligence of the Commodities, and 
manner of Trading, the Natives by fair means and 
force got forting on the Sea-coaſts, building 
Forts and placing Garrifons and FaQories 1n feve- 
ral places. and found ſuch a Golden Trade, that 
they called ſome Coaſts thereof by that name, 
This was an inducement (as what wil: not Gold 
attract) to their further ſearch all along to the 
Cape of Gind Fhpe, and thereby conſeq':ently ta 
the Eaſt-Indjes ; The fair quarter, and uſrge, the 
Inhabitants received from the Portugals already 
ſetled there, incouraged them to exchange their 
Commodities, which Trade accordiig to the 


Cuſtom of that Kingdom was maintained by

E:Rors, upon the King of Portugals particular ac: 
count in every Port and Town, as- if he intended 
the . profits -of Merchandizing ſhould defray the 
charge: of his Congueſts and Garrifons; furmſhing 
the Natives with Salt, Iron, Tin, Copper, Baſons, 
Enivcs, Cluth, Linnen, and other European Goods, 
and receiving in exchange, Cattle, Corn, Rice, 
and the like, but chicfly Goid 1n great abundance, 
both in Sand and meltcd Ingots, which gave Life 
and Eriskneſs to the further Diſcovery of thole 
Countreys, and contizuance of that Trade to this 
dav., though not ſo conſiderable as formerly. 

The En:li/Þ and other Nations, defirous to ſhare 
in this Rich Trade, in ſhort time Sailed thither, 
and becaufe they had no Forts to Prote& their 
Perſons and Goods from the Portugals, and treache- 
ry of the Inhabitants, they were compelled to 
Anchor along the Coaſts near the greateft Towns, 
and ſignifying to the Negroes what Wares they had 
bony t, by their plauſible demeanor , they at 
length imboldened them to come aboard their 
Ships, and bring their Gold 3 the manner of which 
Trade was very different from that of any other 
Countrey ; For betimes in the Morning, the wind 
. being then generally off the Shore, and the wea- 
ther calm, the Nativescame aboard in fheir Canoes 
and Scufes to Trafhque ſome for themſelves, and 
fome as FaQtors for others,carrying at their Girdles 
a Purſe, wherein were ſeveral ſmall Clouts or Papers, 
containing the Gold belonging ſometimes to ten 
ſeveral Men, which though all of the ſame weight 
and goodnefs, yet they readily diſtinguiſht, and 
having made their bargains for Cloth, Wanen, or 
the like, at Noon they return'd with the Seabrizc

ng for themſelves, 
but 1n proceſs of time, 
| neſe Coaſts, and being 
acquainted. with the manner of the Englif

again to the Shore ; and belide the agr 
theſe Fattors had ſome ſmall thin 
:n reward for their Brokage, 
es frequenting t 
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O# the Coaft'of Guinea. x 
Traffique, and coming into the ſame places where 
the Engliſh Traded and were known, they foon 
ſpoiled this Golden Trade, by their finifter and 
indire& dealing ; for Anchoring with the Engliſh, 
whom they found to have a better Trade than 
themſeives, they ſecretly bribed thoſe Faltors to 
carry their Palſengers and Merchants aboard their 
own Ships, and not the Engliſh ; obliging them to 
Trade only with the Dutch z Which Cratt the En- 
eliſh perceiving, uſed the ſame Arts to ingage the 
Fattors to themſelves, ſo that out-vying each other, 
thefe Brokers commonly gained to themſelves fix 
or ſeven per Cent. to the vaſt prejudice of all Trade 
upon theſe Coaſts, fince this ill Cuſtom muſt be 
kept up by all Succeeding European Merchants; 

It was obſerved that many Negro Merchants who 
dwelt up in the Countrey coming to buy Wares of 
the Dutch, with great quantities of Gold, and 
divers Slaves, thirty or more according to their 
Quaiity, to. carry back the Goods rhey ſhould pur- 
chaſe, and taking their Lodgings in the Houſes of 
theſe Brokers, whom they acquainted with their 
full Commiſſions and Intentions, and to whom 
they delivered their Gold ; theſe Fattors would go 
aboard the Flemiſh Ships with them tu Trade aad 
Barter, and if the Negro Merchants were not skilled 
in the Portugal Tongue, theſe Brokers would bid 
the Hollanders nut to ſpeak the Moriſco Language to 
them, becauſe they Inhabited far within the Land, 
thereby giving the Dutch the watch-word, that they 
meant to deceive their Countreymen, and after- 
ward divide the Spoil, ſo that the knavith FaRor. 
conmved at the extravagant prizes of the Holland- 
ers, to draw the more Gold frum the Merchant, 
whom he likewiſe cheated, ſometimes by putting 


ſome of his Gold into his Mouth, Ears. or other- 


wiſe, which the Merchant Negro finding wanting 
in the Scale, adds to the Cheat himſclf by blowing 
into the Chriſtians Ballance to make it weight 3

The bargain being finiſhed, and the Negro again 
landed, the Fatsr returns back to che Ship, to 
ſharc his ill got gains with the Flemings ; This way 
of proceeding was very detrimental to the Enghfh, 
and other Chriſtians Trading on theſe Coaſts, ſo 
that unleſs they connive with theſe FaQors, their 
Voyage will be loſt, and their Goods unſo'd. 

'n 1553- Thom'ss Windan, and Anth1n, Pint ada 4 
Portazal, in two Enzitſh Ships Traded along theſe 
Coafts as far as B217n, where they pieiented them- 
ſelves ro the King who ſaute 10 a great Hail, the 
Walls whereof were made of Earth without Win- 
dows, the Kcoi of thin Boards, open in divers 
places; his Nozics never look him 1n the tace, 
' but fit wich their Buttocks on the ground. and 
their hands detore their Faces, -110t louking up tul 
the King commands them ; when they depart they 
go backward, turning their Faces ſtill toward hira. 
The next year Captain Fohn Lock Sailed into theſe 
Parts to Trade for Gold and Elephants Teeth 3 
And after him Captain Towerſon made ſeveral Yoy- 
ages thither,who at the River of St. V;ncent,obſer- 
ved a kind of Peaſe. growing on the Shore like 
Trees, with ſtalks twenty ſeven paces long ; At 
Cape Tres Puntas, they made him Swear by the 
Water of the Sea, that 'he would not hurt them, 
before they would Trade with him ; Aban a Negro 
King treated them kindly with a Pot of Palm or 
Coco-Wine, which th:y draw out of Trees, 

The People are handſom and well proportioncd, 
having nothing diſagreeable in their Countenances, 
but the blackneſs of their Complexion, ſome of 
- them have flattiſh Noſes, all little Ears, the Peo- 
ple go all Naked tiil they are marricd, and then 
are clothed from the middfe to the knees; At the 
Marriage of their Daughters, they give half an 
Ounce of Gold to buy Wine for the Wedding ; the 
Bride in the preſence of her Friends ſivears to be 
true to her Husband, which the man doth not ; who 


have

have as many Wives as they can maintain, yet the 
firſt has this preheminence,ſo that he can never take 
another but by her permiſſion, but. becauſe the 
multitude of Wives and Children are counted the 
greatclt honour and riches 1n that Countrey, they 
oftcn perſwade their Husbands to take more, and 


glory therein ; the firſt Wife likewife has the privi- 
=_ to lye with her Husband three Nights ſuc-

vely, whilſt the reſt muſt be content only with 
one, fo that they live very quietly together. A 
Merchant or Captain will have thirty or forty ; 
the King of Benin had fix hundred, wherewith 
he went in Solemn Proceſſion every: year ; The 
King of Fetu's Son had fourtcen Sons and twelve 
Daughters, and kept an hundred Slaves fo wait. 
upon them ; At Cape Ganſalvo they [pink and colour: 
their bodies, and offer their Wives to' Strangers 3 
The King uſes his owa Daughters when grown up. 
a> Wives, and the Queens with the like inceſtuous 
abomination make uſe of their own Sons. 

Their Women are unfaiti;ful Diſcoverers of Na> 
fures hidd-o ſccrets. not being aſhamed to be de- 
I'vered publickly in the fight of ven, Boys and 
Girls. They circuniciſe boch Sexes; aftcr Travel 
they accompany not their !lusbands m three 
months ; As ſoan as fhe is delivered they give her 
a drink made of Rice, Mayjs, Water, Wine, and 
Mallazuett tike our Pepper, after which ſhe Jycs 
warm three or four hours, ard then riſcs,, waſhes: 
her ſelf ard Child, and ſo falls to her work as be- 
fore; Next they give it a name, ufually of ſme 
Chriſtian they erc obliged to, then wrapping it in 
a kind of Blanket or Skin, they lay it upon Ruſh« 
es where it continues above five weeks, then the 
Mother tyes it to a board and: carries it on: her 
back with the Legs under her arm-pits, and the 
hands tyed about her neck, where it hangs all day, 
and never comes off till it goes to bed,” 2nd 1 et few 
or none prove lame or deformed; notwithſtanding, 
A 5g: the 
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the ſhaking of their bodies; they give them the 
breaſt over their ſhoulders, and this may be the 
- reaſon of the flatneſs of their Noſes by their knock- 
ing them continually againſt the Back and Shoul- 
ders of the Mother while ſhe is walking or at work; 
for it is obſerved that the Children of their Gentry 
whoſe Mothers do not labour, nor carry their In- 
fants about them, have very comely Nolſes ; they 
waſh and rub their Children every Morning wit 
Oil of Palms. 

When they are ſeven or eight years: old, the 
hang a Net about their Necks, made of the Bar 
of a Tree, full of Fetiches or little Gods to ſecure 
them from the Devil, who they believe would 
elſe carry them away z They hang their Hair full 
of Shells, and Coral about the Arms and Legs,with 
ſeveral Feticho's of different qualities 3 one being 
an Antidote againſt Vomiting, a ſecond again 
dangerous Falls, a third prevents Bleeding, a 
fourth cauſes Sleep, a fifth ſecures them againſt 
Wild Beaſts, and the like, giving to each Fetiſſo 
a different name :. They ſoon learn. to ſpeak, go,. 
and ſwim; When they are born,they are not black, 
but red : About ſeven year old they learn to ſpin 
Thred, make Nets, and go a Fiſhing with their 
Fathers, and feed as they do, picking up any 
naſty thing in the Streets, which they eat with 
gaod Appetites : The Boys and Girls are all naked, 
which makes them have no ſenſe of ſhame or mo- 
deſty, they being neither: reproved nor corre&ed 
by their Parents : They are excellent at Swimming, 
evenat this Age, ſothat if their Canoe overſet at 
Sea, ther. are very little concerned, all of them 
{y\mming back again to the place from whence 
they came, and conſequently. they can Dive with 

reatdexterity and fetch up any thing from the 
bottom.: About twelve their Fathers inſtru them 
how to make a Canoe, and catch. Fiſh ; The Mer- 
chants. bring their Sons acquaiated' with Europeans,

and with the oy of Trade : At eighteen they | 
begin to ſet up for themſelyes, two or three toge- 
ther hiring a Houſe and purchaſing a Canoe ; they- 
then cover their Nuditics, grow amorous,and their 
Fathers look out Wives for them : The-Gi:ls clean . 
the Houſes, pick the Rice, beat the Mays, make - 
the Bread, clean the Kitchen, buy and ſell at Mar- 
ket, make Baskets of Ruſhes and Matts which they 
weave extream curiouſly, but their chief care 1s to - 
provide Meat and Drink for their Parents, [<cure - 
their Goods,and all other kinds of good Huſwifry ; 
w hen grown up, they are very l[aſcivious, and boaſt - 
of their Gallantries, eſpeciaily with Strangers, 
who y ſeem to affe&t above their own Men : 
They are very careful to keep their Teeth white, 
have Wit enough, but are very wanton witty the 
Yoting Fellows ſtark naked, to plcaſe whom they 
waſh, comb, and plait their hair with great curt-, 
ofity ; ſome paint their Forcheads and E£yebrows 
red and white, and hang Pendants in their Ears; 
all love Ribbons eſpecially red, they have Neckla> 
ces of Coral, and Bracelets upon their Wriſts, 
Arms and Legs, when they go abroad they weare a 


-piece of Silk, Taftaty or other Stuff wrapt about 


from the breaft to the midleg, and have always a. 
great bunch of Keys, though never a Coffer nor 
Trunk to open ;, the Virgins make if their whole 
butineſs to appear acceptable etpecially to white 


men, and are ſeldom barren before, though not - Þ, 


very fruitful after Marri:ge. 
For wany years the Enzliſh frequenting theſe 
Coaſts, made little benefit thereby ; tor the Inhabt- . 
tants, perceiving their Gold fo earneſtly defired by 
all Nations, ſet ſuch a rate thereon, and having 
been often beguiled, they grew more wary in their 
bargaining, and to the meaſure and goodneſs of 
their Commodities, and though at firſt thy knew 
yo diſtinftion of Chriftians, but thought the Pov- 


j#zals, and all other white men to be of the ſame 
Nation, -

Nation, yet they have fince learned thc particular 
manners and dealing of each Countrey, and have 
found the faireſt Trade from the Engliſh, who are 
therefore moſt welcome to them, and ſpeed beſt 
of any other Nation ; Eſpecially ſince the Traders 
into theſe parts were Incorporated, by their Char- 
ter dated Fan. 20. 1662. and intituled. The Com- 
pany of Royal Adventurers of England Trading into 


Africa, or the Guinea Company ; The Limits of . 


their Trade, bcing from Sally in South Barbary, 
to Cape de bona Eſperanza, or the Cape of Good Hope, 
within which Limits all Engliſh Ships are prohibiced 
to Trade unleſs Authorized by .thew. The Com- 

.moditics exported by the Royal Company to Afri- 

ca are Iron, Copper, Slefias, Sheets, Says, Perpe- 
" tuama's, Cowrics, Welch Plains, Manillos, Boyſa- 
aces, Chints, Romberges, Coral, Callico's, Nica- 
nies, Clouts, Amber, Powder, Muskets, Batte- 
ries of all forts, Buckſhaws, Knives and Sheaths, 
Swords, Tallow, &c. For which they import 
from thence to England, Go!d, Elephants Teeth, 
Hides, Malagueta, of Ginny Pepper, Red Wood, 
Ambergreece, with ſeveral other good Commodi- 
ties, beſides numbers of Negroes for ſupplying 
the American Plantations to their great advantage 3

His Fort was formerly ſecured with eight Pet- 

ces of Cannon, but was demoliſhed by the - 
French in the late War. It is now rebuilding much 
ſtronger, and defigned to have ninety Guns, and 
a Garriſon of Two Hundred and Fifty Exropeans 
beſides Negro's and Mulatto's. The Government of 
this Place 15 reckoned worth about Two Thouſand 
pound a year. It is Scituate near Cape Verde. ſo 
called from its contiaual greenneſs, which makes 
it a deleRable place. being a Promontory , which 
throws it ſelf into the Sea.covered with green Trees, 
and cauſing a beautiful Proſpe&t by reaſon of therr 
evennels, ſeeming as if planted by a line ; the 
Natives, have generally ſmall Belles, 'ong Legs, 
broad Feet, long Tocs, ſharp Sight, quick Wits, 
are Envious, curiouſly Neat, Thieves, Letcherous, 
ſubjeR to the Pox, &f which as well as their Puden- 
da they are not dhe leaſt aſhamed, yet hold break- 
ing wind backward great incivility, and wondred 
at the Hollanders for offering them ſuch contempt, 
They have Stommachs like Eſtridges, as appear+ by 
their ſtrange and uſual repaſts ; when. they go to! 
Market, they waſh from Head to Foot, and put ' 
on other Cloths ; They buy only for one day ; Their 
Bread is made by ſtamping their Millet as we do 
Spice in a woodden dith, fteeping 1t over night 
with a little Maiz, and in the morning laying tt 
on a ſtone, they grind it with another ſtone, as 
Painters do thcir Colours, till it be dough. which 


they then temper with freſh Water and Salt, and ' 
; make 
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make Rolls thereof twice ſo big as a mans Fiſt 
- baking them a little on the Hearth, and then eat, 
them. Their Viands are raw fleſh,handfuls of Corn, 
| large draughts of Aqua Vite, Dogs, Catts, Buffles, 
Elephants, though ſtinking like Carrion, and a 
thouſand Magots crawling on them ; They have 
little Birds like Bullfinches which hang their Nets 
on the ſmall ends of branches of Trees for fear of 
Snakes, theſe they eat alive Feathers and all ; The 
Neero's ſay that up in the Countrey, they eat dried 
Snakes, and the guts of Dogs raw, which 'our 
Author hath ſeen, and a Boy who was left on Ship- 
board in pawn for Money, would privately kill 
the Hens, that he might eat the raw Guts ; They 
Itkewile cat raw _— Fiſh dried in the Sun, 
yet can diſpence with dainties when they have 
them ; They make a kind of Ale of Mays and 
Water boyl'd together, and putting it into a Veſ- 
ſel as large as a Kilderkin, four or five place them- 
ſelves round, and drink it off, each ſending a lit- 
tle Pot full to his beſt beloved Wife ; They lay 
their hands upon the Head of him that drinks, and 
cry aloud thrice Tautoſi, He muſt not drink off all, 
but leave a little to throw on the ground to his 
Fetiſſ, ſaying 1, ou, ſpouty; gut ſome on the 
Arms and Legs of their Fei!JZe, ſuppoſing that 
otherwiſe they ſhould not drink 1n quiet 3 They are 

reat drinkers, and feed as unmannerly as Swine, 
- . litting on the pas not ſwallowing one Morſel 

after another, but tear their meat to pieces, and 


throw it into their Mouths, which ſtand gaping to 
- . receive It, they are always hungry, and would cat 
all day long ; Yea the Europeans have great Appe- 
tites while they are there; He that gets moſt, 


drinks moſt of their ſtrong Liquors 
up but little.

His Fort is in Bence Iſland, and was likewiſe 
demoliſhed by the French 1n the late War. 


It 15 alſo rebuilding, and will be ſecured by Sixteen - 


Guns, and Thirty Europeans, beſides Mulatto's and 
Blacks. An Engliſhman dwelt a long time in one 
of the Iſles, having a fige Houſe, and was well be- 
loved and protected by the Kings of that Coun- 
trey. In the firſt War with AHo{and 1656. our 
Author being aboard a Dutch Man of War, this 
Engliſh Fa&or writ to them divers times to come 
and Trade with them, and told him he might do. 
it with ſafety, and upon Parole the Engliſhman cal- 
led Abraham came aboard them in his Shallop, 
rowed by three Slaves, accompanied by a Hollander 
and two others which belonged to him, and was 
kindly tre.ited ; but afterward the Captain contra- 
ry to the advice of the reſt, treacherouſly made * 
him a Priſoner, and the three Moores with him, to 
their great ſurprizal 3 And Fan. 1. 1667. their 
great Shallop was manned out with thirty Men, 
and one Cannonto Beſiege his Houſe, which was built 
of Brick and Freeſtone, defended with four great 
Guns, incempaſſed with a fine Wood of Palmtrees, 


. which ſupplied hirh with Wine 3 On one fide were 


about twenty Cabines for the Natives, and on the 
other a Spring of good Water, it being the moſt 
beautiful I{land upon the River. 

Being about to land, they diſcovered 200 Moores 
got together about the Houſe with Firelocks, and 
a greater number farther up in the Woods, which 
obliged the Holtanders to make a ſhow of going up 
higher, as being weaker, and ſo had more occaſion 
for thc wind, but the Negroes thought they had been 
gone to Bowre,and diſpatch'd a Canoe to give the 
King of Bow/om the Alarum, which was perſued by 
the Enemy, who fired into their Boat,and at length 
took them z they were two young Slaves belonging 

( 
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to the Portuzals, vo lived with the Enzliſh FaRtory 
but would cont: f :othing. of ti:cir [Mciſige 3 The 
Engliſh in the Houſc obſerving what paſſed fired at 
them with their Cannon, and three of thcir Bullets 
fell within ten paces of the Buat ;Ti e Hllanders got 
out of the rcatli of their Guns, aiid carne fo an An- 
| Chor to wait the Tyde;z About an hour after two 
Moves belonging 3 one gf the Neighbour Iſlands 
made up dire&ly to themn a Canoe, and came 
within Piſtoul-ſhor, but would not be perſwaded 
aboard ; the Du ch firing on 'them, they tled, and 
ſtooping for fear of their farc, ſeemed no higher 
than Catts; the Engliſh in the znterim played upon 
 them,though they iaw they were out of their reach, 
to ſhew the Natives they had. undertaken their De- 
fence, and defired ti-ir Friendfhip. 

The Tyde coming in, the Dutch retreated to 
their $9ip, wherein they found ſeveral Mawes and 
Portugals, and among them the King of Bwloms 
San cailed Bembo, about 35 years old well propor- 
tioned, and abating his Blacknefs, a handſom 
Man, he was a great Friend of Abrahams the Engliſh 
FaQor, and when he underſtnod he was a Priſo- 
ner, interceded for his Ranſom, and'on Mimday 
noon came on board again with an hundred Ele- 
phants Teeth, weighing nine hundred pound, and 
two Civet Catts alive, upon the delivery whereof 
Abraham was diſmiſt, the H!landers giving him a 
little Barrel of Strong-Waters, a Roll of Tobacco, 
a Cheeſe and a Salvo of three Guns.

it their Devoti.ns, every one making a God after 
his own faicyv ; f:me «ming to incline 19 Makus 
mati/'n, others to J4t.ijm, aud many of them are 
Roman Catholichs ;, yer divers aitirm, that God 
who giver}; all things, ard can d> what he pleaſeth, 
and cauſes Thund.crs, Lightnivg, Rain and Wind, 
15 Omnpoteit, aud nceegs riev her praying to, nor 
to be ſet forth in fo myſterious a way as that of 
the Trinity. They tulicve that when Peopie dte 
they gy 11to another World, and will have occa- 
ſion for many of the ſame things they uſe here,and 
thereforc put part of their Houſholdſiuff into the 
Grave with the dead Corps z and 1t they loſe any 
thing, imagiuc their Friends in the other World 
had need of it, and have taken it away. 

They have no Letters nor Books, yet keep Tueſ- 


day for a Sabbath, forbearing then their Fiſhing 


and Husbandry, and the Palm Wine which 1s got- 
ten that day muſt not be fol4, but 15 offcred to the 
King, who beſtows it on his Courtiers to drink at 
night. On this Day in the midſt of the Market- 
place __ place a Table on four Pillars abouc three 
yards high, whoſe flat cover is mae of Straw and 
Reeds woven together, vpon which they place 
many Straw Rings called Fetiſſ}'s or Gods, and 
within them ſet Whear, Water and Oil for their 
God whom t! cy imagine devours it 3 Their Pricft 
they call Fetiſſero, who every Feſtival day placeth 
a Scat upon that Table, and fitting thereon, prea- 
cheth to the People, but what his Dof@rine 1s, the 
Europeans cannot underſtand :. After this the 
Women offer him their Infants, whom he ſprin- 
kles with Water, wherein alive Snake ſwims,:vhere- 


with he likewiſe beſprinkles the Table, avd then

Then the Prieſt turns to his Wives, and expoſtu- 
lates with them, and throws Wheat and other 
CE into the Sea as an Offering to appeaſe the 


 FetiſÞ's diſpleaſure againſt the Fiſhermen 3 When 


the King Sacrifices to his Fe7zſſp, he commands the 
Prieſt or Fitefſero to inquire of a Tree, whereunto 
he aſcribeth Divinity, what he will demand ; The 


\ Prieſt comes to the Tree, and in "a heap of Aſhes. 


there provided, ſticks the Branch of a Tree, and 
drinking water out of a Baſon, ſpouts it upon the 
Branch, and then daubeth his Face with the Aſhes, 
after which the Devil out of the Tree gives anſwer 
to the Kings queſtions ; The Nobility likewiſe adore 
certain Trees, eſteeming them Oracles, and they 
report the Devil ſometimes appears to them like a 
black Dog, and otherwhile anſwers. them without 
any viſible apparition. Seme worſhip a Bird called 
Pittoze, ſpotted: and painted as it were with Stars,

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and reſembleth the voice of a Bull ; To hear this 
Bird low in their Journey, is reckoned a good 
Omen, they ſaying, their Fetiſſo promiſes them 
good Fortune, and fo they ſet a Veſlel-of Water 
and Wheat in the place where they hear itz And 
as the Earth and Air yicld them Deities, ſo the 
Sea yields certain Fiſhes whom they Canonize;zupon 
this account, they never take the Tunny Fiſh, the 
Swordfiſh they eat, but dry the Sword on his back, 
which 1s he'd in great Veneration : Yea the Moun- 
tains are not without honour, and if they did not 
pacifie their Anger by ſetting daily Preſents of - 
Meat and Drink thereon, they believe they would 
bend their ſullen Brows, and as their High Tops 
threaten to ſcale Heaven, wou'd overwhelm the 
Earth, and deſtroy thern all. 

Neither has Nature alone this priviledge, but 
Art likewiſe is concerned in making Gods, com- 
poſed ſometimes of filthy things, as of a piece of 
putrified Earth anointed with Suet, Greaſe and 
O1l of Palms, with five or fix Parrot Feathers up- 
right in the middle, to which morning and night 
they pay their Devotions; when it Thunders, Rains 
hard, or the wind blows ſtrong, there is not one 
to be ſeen in the Streets, all hide themſelvcs in 
their Houſes, and cry, The Gods of the Whites are 
angry. The Devil is fo dreadful to them, they 
tremble at naming him, and ſay he beats them, 
and makes them do evil things for their Fetiſſ, 
which every one carries about him, ſome are only 
the ends of Horns filled with Dung, others as the 
heads of ſome Creature and the like ; which their 
Pricſts ſell them at their own price, and pretend 
they found th:m under the Fetiche Tree. When 
any one Dies they make a new Fetiſh or Ring of 
Straw, and conjure it to keep company and protect 
the dead in their Journey to the other World ; 
They lay the Corps on a Matt upon the ground,

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Goat-skia under the hca1, the body i« then ſtrow- 
ed with Aſhes, the Arms lai by its fide, andthe 
Eccs open'd 3 this continucs half a day, the beſt 
beloved Wife fitting by the Hasband (25 the Hus- 
band doc: by his firſt Wife ) cry ing Avry, and 
wiping he: Face with a wiſp of Straw ; Other 
Women go round the Houfe and Corps, finging 
and beating on Baſons 3 The Eldcſt 3H1zrr or Gen- 
tleman goes from Houſe to Houſe with a Baton, 
into which every one puts the valve of Tweive 
Pence in Go'd ; witii this they b.y a Cow, with

and then ſprinkle them with the Blood of the Hen, 
and hang a Chain or Garland of Herbs about their 
Nccks:atter this the Hen being boyl'd, the V.Yomen 
ſet it in the midſt of his Fetifo's, and the Prieſt 
taking water in'o his Mouth, amidſt his Charms, 
ſpits.it out on the Fetzſſo's, ard plucking the Herbs 
from his Neck, he makes a Ball of them, whicre- 
with hc beſmears his Face 3 which Ball hereby 15 
male a Fetiſſo, anc the Party deceaſed is now at 
reſt. 

In the mean time, the deareſt of his VVives fills 
ajl the Houſe with Mourning, the Neighbours and

in ſitting upon a Shield, whereby he fignifies that 
he is the Protettion and Defence of his Countrey, 
and the Manager of all VVars, pacifying Civil Ig- 
ſurre&ions, and other weighty matters belonging 
to him alone; His Title 15 Dondagh, which is as 
much as Monarch, VVhen any Nobleman is Diſobe-

Once a year he makes a Great Fcaſt for the Com- 


mon People, boxing up for that purpoſe all the

whith are painted and hung vp in the Kings Cham- 
ber, inteſtimony of his Bounty : Ke inviteth alſo 
his Neighbour Kings, Captains and Gentlemen, and 
then prays and ſacrifices to his Fetifſo, which 15 the 
higheſt Tree'in the Town. The King comes litt!e 
abroad; morning and evening, his Slaves blow 
rumpets made of Elephants Tecth,whi'e his Wives 
anoint and waſh his Body : Fe fits in ſtate holding 
in his hand the Tail of ar Horſe to drive away 
. Fiyes, adorned with Rings of Gold on his Arms, 
Neck and Legs, and Coral Beads wherewith ke 
ſets off his Beard; The Kings Children muſt maia- 
tain themſelves vrhen of Age, the People not liking 
» to 
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to maintain them idle; the-King only beſtows on 
them a Marriage-Gift and a Slayce-; when he dies, 
his eldeſt Brother ſucceeds in the Throne, and en- 
joys his. Rice, Fields, Slaves and Women. Theſe 
People believe that the Almighty whom they call 
Kanuo, will puniſh ail their miſdeeds, and reward 
well-doers, and therefore when oppteſled, call for 
his Aid to do. them Juſtice, continually. inculca- 
ting, That there ſhall a time come when all 4lf men 
ſball receive their deſerts. They imagin that their 
Friends aſter death become Spirits, whom they call 
Fannanen, and know all Tranſations here below, 
with whom therefore they . hoſd familiar Collo- 
quies , acquainting them with all their troubles and 
adverſitics z When they go. into the Woods to 
hunt E'cphants, Buffles, or upon any other dange- 
rous Enterprize, they go firſt aud offer to the Spirit 
of their deceaſed Parents, either a Cow, Wine or 
Rice, which they leave on. the Grave ; They ſup- 
poſe thein to reſide in the Woods, to whom they 
addreſs themſelves with great complaints and 1a- 
mentations when in affliction ; where likewiſe their 
moſt Solemn ARs of Devotian,,are performed, 
where ro Women nor Children are permitted to 
come; The King calls upon the Souls of his Fa- 
ther and Mother in every difficulty. 

If a Woman be ſuſpe&ted of Adultery, the com» 
plaining Husband defires ſhe may be delivered up to 
Fanngnen, or.the Spirits of his Anceſtors,and brings 
her in the Evening bcfore the: Council, where cal- 

3:ng the Spirits to her. ſhe is blindfolded, admoni- 
ned to forſake her evil Life, and not to go to any 
but her own Husband, and preſently.a great noiſe 
or murmur 1s raiſed, as if Spirits did appear, with 
L1ome unintclligible (though articulate) ſounds, 
which are interpreted aloud to-the whole Congre- 
ation, with threatnings, that if ever ſhe commit 
the like offence again, ſhe ſhall be puniſhed accor- 
cing to her demerits, and with her Paramour, be 
y carricd 


carried away by 7annanen,to whom yet none are de- 
livered up ut upon clear evidence of their Guilt 3 
to which end they have a Water of Curling or Di- 
viration wherewith they extort the Truth in all 
doubtful matters, compounded of Barks and Herbs 
boiled together, which when it is enough, ;the 


Prieſt repeats ſecretly the names of the ſuſpeted 


perſons, or other matters to which the Witchcraft 
muſt be applied, and then waſhes the Legs and 
Arms of thoſe accuſed with fair Watcr ; aticr th15

his Head bowed down, he firſt revs bin through

tinued their Prince, and taught them with ſorrow 
more reſpeQive qualitics, afler this, Flontherry re- 
turned to F-l2ia, where he was r-ceived and wes 
comed with great applauſe. and the King willing 
to-gratifie him for his honeſt performances, he ar- 
cording to Flonjherrys Petition, gave 11m leave $0 | 
go and Conquer, and fcttle himſelf and his Peop'e 
Þ.in Cabo - Monte an adjacent Countrey, expreſſing 
his kindnefs in ſaying, 1 ſhall do the deſire of his 
Heart. Re with a conſiderable force Marching to- 
ward this place, the Inhabirants being numerous 
and couragious, were not ſoon ſubdued, but 2t 
length tired with the continual onſets of their Ene- 
mies, who ſhot poyſoned Arrows ; which made all 
wounds though never ſo ſlight prove Mortal, a fatal 
Invention unknown to tieſe People, they went 
- with their Hoods upon their Heads as uſual, to ask 
favour, which Flonikerry naturally inclined to pity, 
eaſi:y granted, bidding them go lie down with

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Flonikerry overjoyed at his ſucceſs ; for aſſuring 
his new Dominion, ſought to win the minds of the 
yanquiſhed ta him, and to  contradt a firm League 
with the Lords of his own Countrey. . But 
fcarce were the minds of the Nobility united, when 
Miminique Son of Manimaſſah, with a great Army of 
Gald's, and others make War upon him, of whoſc 
deſign his Father was not ignorant, having forgot 
the kindneſs recetved from Flontherrys Arms 10 ſet- 
tling him in his new acquired Dominions; Flontkerry 
drew together his Forces, to whom the Nobles 
joining theirs, he formed a conſiderable Army 3;

Sons who. were young, 'and not 
capable to manage their Fathers 'How- 
ever, Flanſire his eldeſt was admitted Sucteſfor,

Frigats, and ſore other: Ships, and -by | 
thera with no great difficulty won, but regained | 
the next year by Admiral De Rayter, being 'at that: 
time only mann'd by four-or five in health, and as. 
wany fick Engliſhmen, having in it feven Iron Guns, 
andſix or.cight Pounders.

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Guns being drawn off to the Ship, De Ruyter cauſed 
,_as not being tenable, without many People and.

abroad,he atcended him as his Page throughout the 
whole Circuit of his Dominions, which was not 
above twelve miles, yet boaſting exceedingly of 
his Power and Strength, and glorying extreamly 
that he had a White to attend him, whom he im- 
ployed to carry his Bow and Arrows. At ſeveral 
places remote from the Scafide, ſome of the Peo- 
ple would run away from him for fear, others fell 
down and ſeem'd to worſhip him, ufing thoſe Atti- 
ons they do to their Gods. Their Progreſs was 
never fo long, but they could return home at Night, 
yet never without a full Doſe of the Creature. 

; During all the time Watts was a Slave he never 
knew him go abroad and come home ſober. They 


drink the beſt Palm-wine, and another Liquor 
.. called Penrore; The Engliſhman knew how to hu- 


mour this profound Prince, and if any of the Na- 
tives abuſed him,upon his complaint he had Re- 
dreſs ; as once by ſtriving with a Negro, his Arm 
wasbroke, which by providenee more than $kill 
was ſet again 3 Afrcr ſome Months, the King of 
Calanach called Mancha, hearing of this beautiful 
White, courted his Neighbour Prince to (ſell him, 
and at length he was ſold for a Cow and a Goat ; 
This King was fobcr, free from the Treacheries and 
Miſchiefs the other was ſubje& to, and would oft 
mo of him concerning his Ring and Counttey, 
and whether his Kingdoms were bigger than his 
own, whoſe whole Dominions were not above 
twenty five miles in length, and fifteen in breadth ;

that if he could find a paſſage he would let him go 
t> England, to inform King Charles the IT. of the 
great favour and reſpe@ he had for him ; This did 
not a little rejoice our Engliſhman z He alſo told 
him that 11s would fend him a Preſent, which ſhould 
be two Cabareets or Goats, which they there valye 
at a high rate, this King having himſelf not above 
ſeventcen or eighteen, He tclls the King 'that the 
King of England had many thouſand Subjefts under 
the degree of Gentlemen, who had a thouſand Shee 
apic-e, the Fleſh of which they valued at 4 m—_ 
higher rate than Goats. 

' Though our Captive lived happily with this 
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King, vet his defires and hopes were ſtill fo return 


to his Natfve Conntrev, at length he promiſed him, 
that the firſt Engliſh Ship which came into the 
Road, ſhould have liberty to reteaſe or purchaſe 
him ; This much rejoiced his Heart no v he thought 
every day a year, till he could hear of, or ſee ſome

Efore I come to relate the Acquiſitions of the 

} Englih in India, &c. I will make a halt at St. 
Hellens or Heſſena, which is now polleſt by the 
Honourable Eaft-India-Company. It 1s called the 
Sea Inn, becauſe the Enziiſh and other Nations ſtop 
there as a place for watering aud refreſhment in 
their Long Voyages fo Indra. It was formerly (ci- 
zcd by tlie Dutch, but retaken May 6th, 1673 by 
Captain Munday, with a Squadron of Engliſh Ships, 
and 3 Rich Dutch Eaft-India Ships made Prizes in 
the Harbor ; fince which the Company have torti- 
fied and ſecured it, againſt any future invaſion of 
Datch, Portugueſe, or Spaniards. It was called 


. Santa Helena by the Portugueſe, who diſcovered it 


on St. Hellens Day, bciag April 2. There is no 


 W{land jn the World fo far diſtant from the Conti-

The Air ſeems temperate and healthful , ſo that 
ſick men brought athore there, in a ſhort time re- 
cover ; Yet the heat in the Valleys 15 as intollerae 
ble as the cold upon the Mountains 3 It commonly 
rains there five or ſ1x times a day,fo that the baren- 
neſs of the Hills 1s not occaſioned for want of Wa- 
ter, of which it hath two or three good Springs 
for furniſhing Ships with freſh Water ; The ground 
of its own accord brings forth wild Peaſe and 
Beans, alſo whole Woods of Orange, Lemon, and 
Pomegranat Trees, all the year long laden both with 
Blolſoms and Fruit, good Figs 3 abundauce of Ebo- 
ny and Roſe-trees, Parſly, Muſtzrd-ſeed, Purilain, 
Sorrel, and the like z The Woods aud Mountains 
are full of Goats, large Rams, aud -rild Swine, -but 
difficult to be taken. When' the Portugueſe diſco- 


vered it, they found neither four- for»tcd Beaſts nor. 


Fruit-trces, but only freſh Water 3 Thizy afterward 
planted Fruit-trees, which fo increaſed tince, that 


all the Valleys ſtand full of tnem ; Pariridges, - 


Pigeons, Moor-hens, and Peacocks breed heic nu- 
meroutly,whereof a good Markſman may ſoon pro-

fand Moons, which is 3077 years ; His name was 


| Irdonogur whoſe Heirs to this day affume the ſame 
.name 3; he, they ſay, having continued there about 


four: hundred Moons, and  begot divers Children, 
return'd (though by what means they know not) 
to the Earth again. I doubt they have their Fa- 
bles as well as we, fince our Hiſtorians never men-

I cannot therefore but condemn tt.is tradition 48. 
falſe and Romantick, though I found Learning was * 
in great eſteem among them, and they ſeem to- 
deteſt Lying and Falſhood which. is there ſeverely 
puniſhed,and which may yield ſome credit to their 
Hiſtorical Narrations. Many of them live wonder- 
ful long, even deyond beltef, affirming to me that 
ſome ſurvived thirty thouſand Moons, which 1s 
above a thouſand years, ſo that the Ages of three 
or four men might eatily reach to the time of the 
firſt Irdonozur, and this is generally noted that the 
taller people are of Stature, the more excellent 
are thetr endowrents of mind, and the longer time 
they live 3 -for their ſtature is very different, great 
numbers not much exceeding ours, who ſeldom 
live above a thouſand Moons, which 1s fourſcore-'of 
our years ; theſe they account baſe, unworthy crea- 
tures, but one degree above brute Beaſts, and im- 
ploy in mean and Servile Offices, calling them 
Baſtards, Counterfeits or Changlings ; Thoſe whom 
they account true Natural Lunars or Moon Men, CX- 
ceed ours generally thirty times, , both in quantity 
of Body, and length of life, proportionable to the 
quality of the day in both Worlds, theirs contat- 
ning almoſt thirty of our days - 

The manner of our travel to the Palace of Pylonas 
was more ftrange and incredible than any thing we 
Hhave.related,for at our firſt ſetting forth there were 
delivered to each of us two Feather Fans like thofe 
our Ladies in Spain cool themſelves with in Sum- 
mer; You muſt underſtand thit the Globe of the 
Moon has !tkewiſe an attraQive power, yet ſo much 
weaker than the Earth, that if a man do but ſpring 
upward with all his ſtrength, as Dancers doin ſhew- 
20g their Tricks, he will be able to mount fifty or 
#xty foot high; and being then above all attraQi- 


on from the Moons Earth, he falls down no mon

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but by the help of theſe Faris as with Wings, they

remember, a certain little Box or Casket of Jewels, 
the remainder of thoſe I brought from the Eaſt- 
Tadtes, before I was introduced [ ſecretly took them 
out of my pocket, and chuſing ſome of cach ſort. 
I made them ready to be preſented as I ſhould think 
convenient, | Re 34s 22: 

'T found him: ſitting 1n- a magnificent' Chair of 
State withhis Wire'or Queeri'on one hand, and his 
Eldeſt Son on the ather,' one atterided by a Troop 
of Ladies, and the other of young men, and all 
along the ſide of the Room ſtood a great number 
of handſom Perſonages, whereof ſcarce one was 
lower-of Stature than Pylozas, 'whoſe Age they re- 
port is now one and twenty thotfand Moons.

In this time by my own Induſtry, and the 
affiſtance of thoſe who accompanic4 me, I Tearnt to 
ſpeak indifferently the Language of that Province, 
(for almoſt ever, Province, in China heth 1ts pro- 
per Tongue ) whercat I perccived they were much 
pleaſed ; At ijength 1 was permitted to take the 
Air, and prougiit into the ſpacious Garden of that 
Pajlace, a place of extraordinary pleaſure and Gc- 
Hght, adorned with Herbs and Flowers of admira- 
ble ſweetnefs and. beauty, with almoſt infinite va- 
riety of Fruits, Ewropean and others, ail compoiſcd 
with that rare curiolity as even raviſhed my ſentes 
in the contemplation of ſuch delightful objedts ; 1 
had not long recreated my ſelf here,when the Max 
darin entred the Garden on that fide I was walking, 
of-which having notice by his Servants, and that I

The ſtrangeneſs of my ſtory did muah amaze 
him, and finding in all my diſcourſe nothing ten- 
ding to Magick, whercin he hoped by my means to 
be inſtruted, he began to admire the excellency 
of my Wit, applauding me for the happieſt man 
that this World ever ſaw, and wiſhing me to re- 
poſe my ſelf after my long Narration, he tor that 
trme diſmiffed me. After wiich the Mandarin 
took ſo much delight in me, that no day paſſed 
wherein he did not ſend for me; Ar tengti he ad. 
viſed me to cloth my ſelf 1n the habit of that Coun- 
trey, which. 7 willingly did, and gave me not on- 
ly the liberty of his Houſe, but took me alſo with 
him when he went to Pequin, whereby I had op- 
portunity to learn the diſp<lition of the People,and 
the Policy of the Countrey, neither did I by my 
attendance on him, gain only the knowledge of 
theſe things, but the poſſi>ility likewiſe of being 
reſtored to my native So1', and to thoſe dear Pied- 
ges which I value above the World, even my Wife 
and Children ; For by often frequenting Pegqrin, I 
at length heard of ſome Fathers of the Socicty of 
Feſus, who were become famous for the!r extracr- 
dicary favour with the King, to whom they had 
preſented ſome European as 'Cocks, Watches, 
Dials, and the like, which by ' them were counted 


exquiſite Curtoſities. To thee by the Mandarins 


leave I repaircd, and was welcomed by them, they 
much wandring to ſee a Lay Spaniard there, whither 
they bad with ſo much difficulty obtained teave to 
arrive. There did I relate to Father Panto and 
others of the Society the forementi m2 d adventures 

whoſe direQians I put them in writing, ant 


ſent this, ſtory of ,my Fortunes to Alazcas, from

ſervations they made there. 


Mo being made in the preceding Story 
of the Pike of Teneriff, it may be ſome di- 
verſion to inſert the following little Journey per- 
formed by divers Engliſhmen a few years ſince to 
the Top, who publiſhed the following account 
thereof, 

The Pike of Teneriff is thought not to have its 
equal in the World for height, its top being (9 
much above the Clouds, that in clear weathcr it 
may be ſeen ſixty Dutch Leagues at Sea. ©

diſcerned alſo the H-rro being diftint about twenty - 
Leagues, and ſo to the utmoſt jimits of the' Sea. 
much farthe-; As ſoon as the Sun appeared the. * 
ſhadow of the Pico ſeem'd to cover not only the - 
whole Iſland and the Grand Canaries but the Sea to 
the v-ry Horizon, where the Top of the Sugar-Loaf 
or Pico vilibly appeared to turn up, and calt its * 
ſhade into the Air.it ſelf, at which we were much. 
ſurprized ; x 

But the Sun was not far. aſcended when the 
Clouds began fo riſe lo faſt, as intercepied our 
Proipet both of tle Sea and the whole Iflaud, ex-- 
cept the Tops only of the Subj:cent Mountains 
which ſeemed tv pierce them through; wherher 
theſe C uds do ever ſurmount the P72 we cannot.

With an 
Account of the Natives, Birds, and Beaſts 
of that Countrey, now called Cafaria, and 
Monomopata z or the Countrey of the Hot- 
tentots, With ſome Accidents happening 
there, 


Efore we arrive at the Exrft-Indies. I cannot 
but divert once more to the Bay of Souldania 
lying in thirty four degrees and an half of South 
- Latitude, about twelve Leazurs ſhort of the Cape 
of G11d Fhpe, in a ſweet Climate full of fragrant 
Herbs, which the Soil produceth of it fclf, plea- 
ſing to the ſenſe ; Where the Honourable Eaft- 
Iaia Companies ſhips uſed formerly to refreſh,and 
arriving there very weak and feeble with that Sea 
diſcaſe the Scarvey, have often found very great re- 
lief 3 and if 1s obſervable if any be not too much 
overgone with this malacly, as ſoon as they come 
to enjov the freſh Air on any ſhore with freſh Wa- 
ter and freſh Vituals, they preſently recover ; but 
if the Scurvey has overmuch prevail d.they inſtant- 
ly dye as:00n 45 they ſet their fnot on Shore. Here 
5 a maſt delicious Brook of ſweet Water ariſing 
out of a mighty Hill hard by, called for its form, 
The Table, neer which is another Hill exceeding 
high like a Pyramid, and called by Europeans the 
Sugar- 


Cape of Good Hope , on the Coaſt of 


at the Cape of Good Hope, 1oy * 
Sugar-boaf ; here arc great ftore of Cattel as little 
Cows, called by the barbarous Inhabitants Boos, 
and Sheep which they name Baas,who bear 2 ſhort, 
courſe, hairy Wooll, and ſeem to have been never 
ſhorn. Theſe Boos and Baas as they term them, 
were formerly bought in great plenty for ſmalt 
quantitics of Rettle-braſs, and Iron Hoops taken 
off our empty Cask, which for this long Voyape to 
the Indies are hoop't with Iron. Theſe Salvages 
had the Cattel we bought of them at very great 
Command, for with a cail they would preſently run 
to them, and when they had fold a Bullock to us 
for a little piece of Braſs, if we did not preſently 
knock him down, they would by the ſame call make 
the poor creature break from us, and run to them 
22a1n, and then there was no getting them, but by 
giving more Braſs; thus they ſcil the ſame beaſt 
two or three times, by the cavetouſneſs and deceit 
of this bratiſh People. Of all Metals they love 
B aſs beſt, it may oe for the rankneſfs of the ſmell 
wearing great Rings thereof about their Arms, fo 
that if you lay before them a piece of Gold worth 
4cs. and a peice of Braſs worth Two pence, they 
will leave the Gold and take the Brats; On this 
ſhoar are excellent ſmall Roots for Sallads , and 
ſtore of large fat Mullets. 

This remote part of Af-ica 1s mountainous, and 
overun with .Lyons, Tygers, Wolves, and many 
other Beaſts of Prey, which in the night diſcover 
themſelves by their noiſe and roaring; Ta the 
Teeth and Jaws of which cruel creatures the Na- 
tives here expoſe their old people, when they grow 
decrep t and troubleſome z; lavivg them forth in 
frme open place 183 the night, when the Wyd 
Beaſts, and Lyons roar after their Prey. One poor 
Qld wretch was thus expoſed when ſome Engliſh 
Ships were there, and by his pitiful cries diſcove-

As they walk about, they make a ſtrange confuſ.d 
noiſe; if there be t:vo, three, ten, twenty or m're 
in company, they waik in rank one after another 
12 ſmall paths they have made by going thus, as 
Cows do when they come home to the Pl 3 or as 
Wild Geeſe flying in Ranks, make a noiie, fo theſe 
walking together g2bhle from the fir{t to the laſt 
as if all ſpake and none anſwered ; Their Habits 
are Sheep Skins undreſt thonged (aginher, which 
cover their bodies to the miiidle, with a little tlap 
tyed before them, beinz naked downward ; when 
it is cold they put the Woolley, and when hot the 
Fleſhy fide next their Body. Their Oraaments arc 
Bullocks or Sheeps guts full of Excrements about 


" their Necks; and when we bought their Cattel they 


would take, their Sxzins, Guts, and Garbage,which 
plentifully furniſh't them with that ſtinking attire 3 
When they are hungry they ' down and ſhaking 
ſome of that filthy padding ut of the Guts bow 
down their Mouth. to their haads almoſt as low as 


their knees, and like hungry Dogs gnaw and -eat 
the Raw Guts. The 
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The Women are adorned, habited and dietcd 
in the ſame mauncr, only they wear more about 
their lower parts than the men. They carry their 
ſucking Iufants under their Skins upon their backs, 
and their Breaits hinging down like Dagpipes, they 
put them up with tt.cir liznds that they may ſuck

A ccuple cf them, had ftourd on 
the Shoax a large pcice of a de.:d Fiſh the Sea nad 
caſt up, which ſtunk intolerably; they made a little 
fire with dry Cow-durng warm d and then eat it, 
with as: mech evpetite as an tungry man wouid 
feed upon a Savoury Diſh; which makes one bc!icve 
they have but three ſenſes, wanting both ſmelling: 
and taſling, Theſe Brutes devote themſelves to 
Idleneſs, for they neither ſpin nor dig ; They are 
ſrreight and well iimb'd,though not very Tall, thcir 
Faces are il] fazoured, moſt cf their Noſes flit, have 
little or no beard ; the hair on thcir heads ſhort, 
black and curled 3 their Skins very tainy 3 ſwift 
they are cf fost, and wiil throw Darts and tfhoot 
Arrows very dangerouſly,

But all tliefe things gave him no content,though 
to lis good Entertainment he had galiantry added, 
hivin. a Chat of Bright ULrats, with Breaſt, Back 
aud Headpeice of the ſame,and a Buckler all of Braſs 
his beloved Metal, yet all this did not now pleaſe 
Win, for n.ver was aty man more weary of ill 
Uttge, than he was of Courteſies ; being ever more 
detirous of returning to his Countrey z For he 
wou«t Ive on the ground and cry out very often in 
broken - Engliſh, Cooree home go, Souldania go, home 
22. Naotleng after he was return'd home, and had 
no ſooner ſet footing on his own ſhore but he 
threw away his Cloths, Linnen, with all his other 
covering,and inſtantly got his Sheep-Skins upon his 
back, guts about his Neck, and a perfum'd Cap of 
Cow-dung on his Head, and ſo returned /the a Dog 
fo his vomit, and a Swine to his wallyving in the Mrre, 
without a Mctaphor ; After this Fellow was retur- 
ned, the Natives were ſhy of us, for though they 
wouid come about us in great Companies when we 
arrived, yet three or four days before they thought 
we would depart not one was tobe ſeen, fearing we 
would have dealt with them as with Cooree. But 
it had been well he had never ſeen England, for as 
he diſcovered nothing to us,fo when h-.came home 
he told his Countrevmen, that Braſs was but a baſe 
and cheap Commodity in En;land ; and we had 
never after ſuch a free exchinge of our Braſs and 
Iron for their Cattel. [ asked Cooree, who was 
their God ;, He lifting up his hands anſ.v: red in bad

In 1614. Tcn Engliſhmen beirg condemried to 
dyc at the Old Bayly London, had their Execution 
rcſpited by the intreaty of the Erſt-India Mer- 
chants. upon conditicn they ſhould be at! baniſhed 
to this place, that they might diſcover ſomewhat 
advant:gious to Trade: One ramed Duffeld was 
tnat year redeemed from this ſad bantii:ment by 
Sir Thomas Row Ambaſſador to the Great AMgol,and 
afterivard brought back to England Ly that Noble 
Gentleman, and being intruſted by him, this 1n- 
gratcful Villain ftole ſome of his Flatc and ran 
away z Another was likewiſe on the Voyage. but 
what became of him I know not. & that only 
eight were here left with &mmunition aad Viftual, 
and a ſmall Boat to carry them to a little unin”abt- 
ted Iſland, in the Mouth of the Bav of Fauldania, 
aga place of retrcat and ſafcty 'from the Natives 
ob.the Main ; It is called Penguin Ifland, provatiy 
ſa named by ſcme Welſhman, Penguin \1gnifying & 
white head, ther: being many large Fowls with 
great Cole-Black Bodies and White Heads callcd 
Penguins. 

The Chief Perſon left here was one Croſs, who 
call'd himſelf Captain 3 He was one of the Yeomen 
of the Guard to King Fames I. but having twice 
or thrice had his hand in the bloud of men lain in 
Duels, and being now condemn'd with the reſt, 
upon great ſuit made he was baniſhed hither with 
them ; yer Divine Juſtice ſeem'd to perſue him, for 
being a ſtout man and abuſing the Natives, he was 
ſurprized hy them who ſhot his Body fo full of Ar- 
rows that he ſeemed all one wound ;-'The other 
ſeven recovered their Boat, and got off the Conti- 
nent toward the Ifland without much damage ; but 
the Water running high,as ſoon as they were afhore 
their Boat was ſplit in peices; ſo they were forc't 
to continue in that miſerable place where neither 
Tree grew, nor any thing c!le to ſuſtain their lives, 


having oo freſh Water but what the Showers left - 
tnc 
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the holcs of the Rycks; and fo abounded with 
vencmous Serpents nit i was dangerous treadinz 
in the Jong Graſs ; Th:y nid bus a ſnail quantity 
of dry Bisket, their &clacs were hungry, and taeir 
{leep vnlafe, fo that natiing couid reader their 

condition more anh1ppy-z 4nd yet thi leven vile 
Wretci.cs all lived to b- :nade cxamplcs of Divine 
Juſtice, For after thes tid continued in this de- 
folate place five or fix months, arid were all grown 
almoſt mad «v1ith Fa.mne, an En;/1þ Ship came 1n- 
to that Road bound fir En-land; Four of theſe 
(cven growmz tiup.ttiezt of an hours ftay there, 
1nmed:iatciy aitcr the Ship came in made a tloat 
of the Ruins of their ſp it Buat, and with ravell'd 
Boat Ropes f2ſtning as well as they could, all to- 
gcther, thcy 2ot thereon, poizing it to the beſt 
advantage, hoping by the }.eacht of their Oars,and 
ſtrength of tne Inde wen ran quick toward the 
Ship to recover her ; But it bzing toward Evening 
when they made this attemp*', and not being dit- 
covered oy the Ship which rid a good way up in 
the Bay, before they cou!d come near her, the 
Tyde return'd and carried them bick into the Sea, 
waere they a'l were caſt away, 

The day foliowing thc Ship ſert a Boat to the 
Itland, which took thcf three et ſurviving 1nto 
her, who gave this a-couat of th ar Fellows mis- 
fortune ; But notwithtteuc ins ali the ſufferings of 


lewdly 1n the Ship, that they were often put in tie 
Bildows ; At length the 5hvp arriving in the Downs 
ſhe had not heen at Anciioc three hours, when theſe 
Villains got aſhore, whcre they had nat been above 
three hours but tixey committed a Rybvery, and a 
few hours after were al! 2vnrcheonded for the Fatt, 
and by the Lord Chief Juſtices ſpecial Warrant 
ExcCatcd as incorrigil:l Wretzes upou their for- 
mer Seateace, near Santwich in iCent, where they 
committed the Crime. 1n 1615. Thrice other con-

theſe Mitcrcants, yet tle b:naved themſelves fo.

There are a''> Cows, Goats, Hogs, Horſes, and 
Sheep vcry large ad fat. Ducks, Gceſe, Hens 
and Turkeys are very numerous z SO arc Oftriches, 
who lay their Eggs in the $:1:d, ene of which will 
very well ſuffice 2 men. They h-ve p'enty of ſeve- 
ral ſorts of Ftih 3 one not fo big as a Herring of 
which they pick'e great Quantitics yearly, and 
ſead them to Europe, 
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On the huckſide of the Town towards the moun- 


tains the Durch Eaſt-India Company have a large | 
Houſe,and a Garden, mile long incompaſled with a | 


h1;:h Stone Wall ; full of divers forts of Herbs, 
tlowers, Roots, and Fruits ; with ſpacious Gravel 
Walks and Arbours; watered with a Braok which 
deſcends from the Mountains and bcing cut inty 
many Channells 1s conver cd 1nto all parts of the 
Garden. This watcr 18 afterward in Pipes cCarricd 
1hto. tne Sca to 'ar, thiat a Longaoat may come wa- 
der the Fipe, which 1s raiſed to ſome heipht, and 
by tuciing a Cock will 611 all the Casks wii treth 
watcr. with the greateſt convenictcy 3 and is the 
beſt Watcrinz P:ace in the World. Tits Hedpes 
that make the Waiks of this Garden are very tick, 
and 9g or to foot high; They are K-pt neat aud 
even by continual pruning ; They keep each ſort of 


Fruit by tiicmicivis; as Apples, Pears, Poincgrinats, 


and abundance of Quinces, all which thrive weil. 
The Roots an1 Garden:Herbs have alfo their d:t- 
tine p'aces, hedged in apart, which makes tlie 
whoie extream pleaſant and beautiful. Great num- 
bers of Negro Slaves are continuaily weeding and 


working therein. All Strangers are allowed liber- 


ty to walk there, but not to taſt of the fruit with: 
out Icave. 

The Putch that live 10 the Town get well by the 
Chips that touch there. When the Mep come athoar 
to refre{h themſclves they muſt give 3s or a Dollar a 
day for their entertainment,tho'Bread andFleſh is as 
cheap here as in England. Beſides, they buy good 
penniworths of ſeveral Commodities from Seamen, 
which they ſell again to. the Countrey Farmers at 
a dear rate ; nore of which live within 2o Miles of 
the Harbour, The high Tax that the Company 
lays upon drink makes it very dear. There are 
but-3 Houſes in thc Town that ſell ſtrong liquor ; 
One, where they fell only Wine, and you muſt 
buy no where elſe but by ſtealth, the Yintner pay-

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ing 2a conſiderable price to the Company ; So that 
you may ſometimes buy as much privatciy for Ed. 
as you pive 1&d. for there; but if tlie Perfan that 
ſold it be kiiown, he is ruined.

ceived ſome affronts from the Portugueſs, or deſt- 
-rous to remove the Trade from Ormus to ſome Port 
_of his own, gave Order to Emangoli Chan the Duke 
-of Shiras to beſfiege it with Fifteen Thouſand Men ; 
'Who deſpairing of prevailing by his Land Forces 
only, furniſhed himſelf with Ships and Cannon of 
.fome Engliſh Merchants, to whom he promerſed ma- 
ny things which he never performed ; For being 
.once Matter of the City, he uttcrly deſtroyed it, 
gemoving the Canon to Lar, the Wealth thereof 
to his own Treafury at Shiras, and the Matcria's 
of the Houfes to Gombroon ; the Portugueſs and Chri- 
ian Natives, paffiog over to Musbat in Arebiz 
Felix; Since which though the Englifþ Captains 
.that ventured in it were diſappointed of the Re- 
wards they expeted, yet ſo much Honour hath been 
.given by the King of Perſia to the Engliſh Nation,

The Religion of the Perſians, With the Life 
and Doitrines of Mahomet the Grand 1m- 


poſtor. 


HE Perſtans are generally Mahometans uf 
the Sophizn Set, and the difference and ha- 
tred 1s fo great between thera and the Turks, though 
both own Mahomet for their Law-giver, that they 
are abſolutely irreconcileable, Now becauſe this 
horrible Impoſtor has infatuated ſo great a part of 
the World with his blaſphcmous Dotages, I will 
here give a breif Account of his Life, and alſo of 
his Dofrine, as it is comprehended in his Holy Bool:; 
as they call it, or the Aſcoran | 
Mahomet, the Son: of' Abdalla, an Idolatrous Pas 
gan, was born. after his Fathers death, at Jathrip, 
an obſcure Village of Atabia Felix ; but now be- 
come a City called Medina Talnahi, or the Town 
of the Prophet, to which a multitude of Mahomes- 
tans go in Pilgrimage ever; Year. His Mother; 
named Hemina, was a perverſe: Jeweſs' botif by 
Birth and Religion, who dying when he was but 2 
Years old, left him to the care of his Uncle Abdat 
Mutalib.

Idolaters from the hope of $:lv ition. He likewiſe 
fanght. that at the end of th: Werld all Men who 
profeifc& any fuch Religion ſhuuld go into P.radile, 
the Fews. under the Banner of Mes, the Chriſtians 
under the Banner of Chrif?, and te Saracens under 
the Banner of Mahormet. They compel no Man 
merefore to abjure the Faith wherein he was born, 
but fecretly commecd and approve ſuch as are zea- 
Jaus1n their own Religion, yet counting it a gr. at 
Honour to. have daily new Proſelites, they allure 
them 
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them with hopes of Freedom and Preferment, - 
which with many are too prevailing Motives to” 
eauſe them to renounce their Chrittian Profeſſion ; - 
Hence ſome infer, it is better for a Man that defires 
his Liberty, tolive in theſe Countries than in ſome 
pthers, ſince he is never moleſted if he meddle not 
with their Law, their Women, or their Slaves. 

Their Opinions of the end of the World are ve- 
ry rediculous, as that at the Winding of an Horn, - 
not all Fleſh only, but the Angels themſelves ſhall - 
dye; That the Earth with an Earthquake fhall be 
kneaded together like a lump of Dough ; That a. 
ſecond blaft of the fame Horn ſhall, after forty. 
days, reſtore all again 3 That Cain ſhall be the 
Captain or Ring-lcader of the Damned, who ſhall 
have the Faces of Dogs and Swine ; That: they; 
ſhall paſs over the Bridge of Juſtice laden with 
their ſins in Satchels; That the greater Sinners 
ſhall fall into Hell, the leſſer into Purgatory only, - 
with a thouſand the like Fopperies, needleſs to re-- 
late, which may be found inthe Alcorans, a.thing 
ſo full of Tautologies, Incoherences, and groſs Ab- 
ſurdities of ſo impure and carnal a mixture, that 
whoever is taken with it muft abandon his natu-- 
ral Reaſon, if Force, Ambition, . or want of. Chri- 
ſtian Education, do not induce hum to imbrace 1t.. 
For if we ſerioaſly conſider the Caufes of the de- 
plorable increaſe and long continuance of this Re-- 
ligion, we ſhall find them to be chielly theſe. .

From that his flight the Saracens compute their 
Years, (as we trom Chriſt's Nativity) which they 
call the Hegira, and begins about the Year of our 
Lord c 179. to termed trom an Arabich word that 
ſignifies, The Perſecutton. raiſed about Religion. It 
happened about this tune that the Saracens revolt- 
ing from AHeraclius the taftern Emperor jutned 
themſelves to Mahomet, being exaſperated by Fu» 
lian the Apojtate, whom they ſerved 10 his Wars 
agaſnſt the Perſrans, for telling them ypon de- 
manding $1cir Pay. Tyvat he had greater ſtore of Steel 
than Gold, But they then wanted a kcad to reſort 
to. Now ſerving Heractius un the fame War, they 
were uſcd by his Othcers in the ſame 1] manner, 
for asking thew Pay, the Treaſurer of the Army 
made them this churljiih Apſwer, There 3s ſcarce 
Money enough to pay the Roman and Grecian Soldlters, 
and why muſt theſe D1gs be ſo importunate for their 
Wages ? Proveked herewith, and hearing the Fame 
of Mahomes, they joined him, who ſtrengthned * 
by them, and the coming in of the reſt of theis 
Countrey-men, he ſoon brought all Arabia under 
his ſubxeRion 3 and having defeated the Emperors 
Forces ſent againſt him, he conquered ſome parts 
of Syria and Egypt, and returning to Mecca there 
died Frantick and diſteinpered, 1n the 70 Ycar of 
his Age, and 23 of his Impoſtures, of which he 
ſpent thirteen at Medina, and the reſt at Mecca. 
His dead Body being kept four days in expeRation 
of a Reſurreftion, which he promiſed to perform 
at the end of three, grown full of ſtench and putre- 
fation, was carried to Meding, and there interred. 
His Succeſſors, out of wicked and worldly Policy, 
keeping up the reputation of that Religion after 
his deceaſe, which they fcorned aud derided ta his 
life, calling themſelves Caliphs, or Vicar Generals 
to hun their Prophet, 
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Thus dyed Mabomet the Perſion and Turkiſh Pro” , » 
phet, Harachizs being Emperor of Conftantingplor | : 
Sadinion Biſhop of Rome, Clotaire R. of France, VI 5 
/teric K. of Spain, and Ecbald K. of England, about F* 
630 Years after our Savious Birth. He was, as | 
himſelf confeſſed, aitogether Unlearaed, and tho' 
naturally Subtile and Witty, yet often puzzled to 
invent Miracles to confirm the deluded Arabians \> 
in their vain Belief, For he contidually Preaching |* 
to them, that God ſent him to confirm his Lay 
by. force of Arims, the People caroeſtly demanded 
ſome Sign of his Miſſion 3 fo he was conſtrained to 
amuſe them with the ſtory of a. Voyage which he 
made to Heaven, to this effeR. 

That the Angel Gabrie! with 7o pair of Wings 
came to him by Night, as he was in Bed. with his 
Wife, Gying, That God had ſent for -him. He going 
down with this Angel, found at his Door an Hete- 
rogencous Beaſt, called Elborach, half Aſs, halt 
Mule, but much ſxifter than either ; for it would 
gO as far at one ſtep as the moſt quick-ſighted Man 
could ſee. This Beaſt (or Mahumetan) would not 
let Mihomet mount him, unlefs he would firſt pro- 
miſe to pray forhim, which the charitable Prophet 
did; and was then, in the twinkling of an Eye, 
brought by him to * por. mend where the Angel 
Gabriel tyed the Beaſt with his Girdle to a Rock; 
and taking Mahomet on his ſhoulders, carried him 
to Heaven Gate- They knockt, and the Porter 

_ underſtanding Mahomet to be there, inſtantly open- 
ed, and bid him welcome, 'In the firſt Heavens 
he ſaw Angels of divers and monitrous ſhapes; 
fome compoſed of Fire and Snow ; others of Fire 
alone, every one of a different Form, Among the 
reſt, one with the Head of a Cock, whoſe Feet 
trod- upon one Heaven, and his Head toucht ano- 
ther 3. each Heaven being fo far diſtant, that it was 
a Journey of $00 Years to pas from one to the o- 
ther 3 and when this Cock Crows, which it ſeems 
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of Mahomet the Impoſtor. agn © 
1s his language, all the Cocks upon the Earth Crow 
likewiſe. This Angel conveycd him to another, 
he to a third, and from one to another, till at 
length hecame to the Heaven where God himſelf 
was 3 who courteouſly -received him, asking how 
his people did and*whether they received his Law.. 
God then familiarly lay'd his hand upon his Shoul- 
der, which was ſo cold that it peirced the marrow 
of his back bone. He was ſoon diſmiſt, God  tel- 
ling him only how often in a day his Diſciples 
ſhould make their Prayers 3 which were ſo many 
that in his return to the fourth Heaven, Moſes met 
him, adviſing him to go back, and intreat God 
that fewer prayers might ſerve his turn, ſince his 
Followers were not able to ſay ſo many ; ſoat length 
the number was reduced to five. He then went 
back to his El/borach, which in a moment brought 
him home to his houſe in Mecca, where he went to 
bed again to his wife; ſhe not once dreaming 
her husband would leave Heaven fer her company, 
or imagining he had been there ; all this he perfor-. 
med in the tenth part of a night. 

The Turks do ſtjll believe this Romantick ſtory 
for truth, but the Arabians at that time, r-quiring 
him to afcend again to Heaven in their view, he 
unwilling to take ſo long a Journey only replyed, 
Praiſed be God that l am a Man, and an Apyvltle, 
Oa the Seal which he uſed was ingraven, —_— 
the Meſſenger of God, He had ſeveral Uights 
to deceive his Followers, performed either by Art 
or Witchcraft. Once an Cx bronght him a Chap- 
ter of the Alcoran vpon his Horns in a full Aﬀſembly, 
Another time being at dinner with one that was 
his pretended freind, who yet deſigned to poyſon 
him, and a Shoulder ; of Mutton being. brought to 
Table, he pretended the meat ſpoke, and forbid 
bim to cat of it, thq' none bat himſelf heard it 
among a great Company z however he permitted 


one of his deareſt-freinds to cat, and dye, poyloned 
therewith. 
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therewith. Other vain Miracles he publiſhed, as #* 
that the Trecs bowed to-him, (tho' only ſhaken by Y 
a ſudden guſt of wind) the Wolves howled, and 
the Afes brayed to him, all in their ſeveral Langua- 
ges detiring his Prayers, whichhe being a Prophet VF 
underitandinz, as religiouſly performed. He often | 
declared that God gave him Commiſſion to fulfil 
his owa dcfires -in ail things, and in his Alcoran 
writes, that he thiys ſpake to him, O Prophet ! 
It 15 permitted thee to [ye with all Women that 
are given thee, or which thou doſt purchaſe ; thy 
Aunts, or kindred, and all other good Women 
that freely defire thy Company, and this is lawful 
for thee alone, Thus he pretended Religion for 
fulfilling his inordinate Lufts, in which it is ſay'd 
he equailed his ſtrength to that of yo men. 

The day of his Death was no lefs prodigious then 
the courſe of his lite, a Comet reſembling a Sword, 
appearing at high noon, pointing from South to 
North, and continued in the fight of al] for thirty 
days together, which the Wiſe men of that Age 
concluded to be a Preſage of the fatal rifeing and 
grandeur of the Arabian Empire. Hily was aſtoniſht 
, at his diſtemper, and the high frenzy whereta he 
dyed, efteemrmg it no divine quality in a Prophet 
and a Redeemer (as he called himſelf): of ſo many 
People. He derided his prefumption, yet carefully 
concealed the manner of' his death; being willing 
' to promote his Law, that fo he might inherite his 
power and-Empire. 

For near $00 Years after his deceaſe the Arabji- 
ans, Saracens, Tirks and Perſians continued in the 
Mainometan Faith without any divifions. But in 
1482, there happened this memorable alteration 
of Religion and State in Perſia. 

' Mabomet the Lawgivet of the Saracens by his laſt 
Will bequeathed to his Cofen Hali-(who was alſo 
the Huzband of his Daughter Fatime) all his Eſtate 

with the Title of Caliph; but Adubezar, Ho

Death, covying the glory of Aider S1pbic, and. fea- 


and Oſman, 3 powerful men of Arabia, and ercat 
Aſſiſtants ro Mahomet, ſuccceded one another in 
that dignity. Afﬀer theig Death Hali boped to 
obtain the Government which had ſo long been de- 
tained from him. But Mravias, a valiant Souldier 
advanced himſclf, and to remove all-future preten- 
ſions, he ſlew Hal, with his Son Ofſan, and cleven 
of Oſſans Sons 3, but Muſa Cereſin the twelſth Son 
made. his cſcape ; From this Muſa one Guine Sophie 
derived his Pedigree in 1360. And conſidering 
that there had been no Caliplis for many Years 
aſt, he began to contrive the reviving and eſtab»

the Waſt; it being an inſupportable Comtempt to 
trample under Foot 4 Colour ſo ſacred, as his Sub- 
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jeQs not only did, but alſo the Giars, or Chriſtians, 
the Fews, and ali other Infideis, and 1mpure Na- 
tions in his Dorinions. Sha Abbas perceived the 
folly of this Diſcourſe, and Þ reſolved to make a 
Jeſt of it.. He -made ſhew of conſenting to the

Guards to ſearch ſtrialy for him. The Thief be- 
ing conſtrained to forſake his Cloak-bag, and croſs 
the Fields for Water, was ſeized and carried to 
the Governor, and ſoon convidted, for Thieves find 
no mercy in Perſia; Only they are variouſly put 
to death, being ſometimes tyed to a Camels Tay! by 
the Feet, and their Belles ript open. Sometimes 
buried alive all but their Heads, and ſtarved to 
death, in which torment they will oft defire Paſ- 
ſengers to cut off their Heads, though it be a kind- 
neſs forbidden by the Law. But the moſt cruel 
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back with his extended Arms faſtncd to a lors 
ſtiek behind, then larding'him with lighted Can- 
dles, they burn him to the very Bowe's ; We ict 
two 1n this Miſery who defired us to haſten their 
deaths, whici we durſt not do, only we gave them 
a Pipe of Tobacco according to their deiire. One 
day there was a great hubbub in a Bawdy-houſe 
where the Woman had proſtituted her own Daugh: 
ter, the King leing infcormed of it, commanded the 
Mother to be thrown head-long from a Tower, and 
the Daughter to be torn in pieces by his Dogs, 


which he 'keeps on purpoſe ſor ſuch Chaſtize- 
ments,

H1s Fort is on the Coaſt of Coromandell where 

the Honourable Eaſt-Iadia Company have a 
Faftory. On November 3. 1684. About 9 at 
night there happened a violent Storm in this Place, 
which continued till 2 next morning. It untiled 
all the Houſes in the Town, with ſuch a ratling 
noiſe, as if ſome thouſands of Granadocs had becm 
thrown on them, and lay'd all their Gardens (of 
which they have many pleaſant ones) as 
level as the Smootheſt Bowling Green. Trees of 
an ancient and prodigious Growth, ſome perhaps 
as ancient as Noahs Flood, were violently torn up 
by the Roots, and their Aged Trunks riven in 
peices, the noiſe of the craſhing and fall of their 
Boughs and Branches ſeeming almoſt to equal that 
of a Tempeft. But what was moſt ſurprizing was, 
thata ſtrong Iron Bar which belonged to a Window, 
was with the extream force of the Wind, ſnapped 
into 3 peices. Had this Hurricane continued two 
or 3 hours longer, it would certainiy have level'd 
both the Fort and Town ; tho' ſtrongly built, and 
well fortified. Fort St. David, Commineer, Cula- 
toor, Porto Noyo, Madapollam. Pettipale and Carwar, 
are all on the Coaſt of Coromandel, In all which

hrs 1s a Town on the Coaſt of Malabar, where 
the Portagals firſt fetled themicives, and the 
Engliſh Merchants have a Faftory.The Prince of Ca- 
Iicat calls himſelf Zumorin, a Prince of great power; 
and not more black of colour than treacherous 1m 
di{lpoiition. Many deformed Pagods aic here wor- 
ſhipped, but with this Ordinary Evation, that they 
adore not Idols, but the Veumo's they repreicnt. 
The Dxtch General who was Cook of the Ship 
Crowned the preſent Prince with thoſe hands which 
hail oftner managed a Ladle than a Sword. Ma- 
labar is a Low Countrey, with a delightful Coaſt, 
and inhabited by prople that prattice Pyracy. 
There 15 a certain wind which blowing there in 
Winter, ſo diſturbs the neighbouring Sea, that it 
rowls the Sands to the mouths of the adjoining 
Ports, ſo that then the Water is not deep enough 
for the lcaſt Bark to enter. But in the Summer 
another cantrary wind, drives back the ſame Sand, 
and makes the Port again Navigable. The great 
number of Rivers in this Countrey render Horſes 
uſeleſs, efpectally for War. A Countrey for the 
moſt part of the Year green, and abounding with 
Cattle, Corn, Cotton, Pepper, Ginger, Cafſia, 
Cardamum, Rice, Myrabolans Ananas Papas, Me- 
lons, Dates, Coeo's, and other Fruit.

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Surat, 
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His Town is about qo days Journey from 
Agra, and drives as great a Trade as any City 
* in A/za ; though the acceſs to it be very dangerous. 
$ For the River Tappy or Tindy rifing out of the De- 
# can mountains, glides through Brampore, and in 
Meanders runs by the walls of Surat ; and. after 15 
Miles wrigling about, diſcharges it ſelf into the 
# Occan, but is ſo ſhallow at the mouth that it will 
& hardly bear a Bark of 750 or 80 Tuns ; So that 
& Ships are forced to unlade at Swally, Which 1s re- 
' markable for the miſchance of Capt. Woodcach, who 
at the taking of Ormus, ſeized a Frigate as Prize 
laden with near a Million of Ryals; but comin 
into Swalfy Road the Ship ſunk, and therewith all 
his Golden hopes vaulihed. The Engliſh Eaſt-India 
Company, and alſo the Dutch, have their Preſidents 
and FaQories in this Citv, making it the greateſt 
Mart in the Indies. Surat is ſecured with a Caſtle 
of Stone, well ſtored with Cannov. The Houſes 
are generally Built of Sun dried Bricks, which are 
ve. y large, and laſting ; They have tlat roofs, rai- 
| led round about to prevent falling. They have 
beautiful Gardens of Pomegranats, Melons, Figs, 
and Lemons, interlaced with Rivulets and Springs. 

The Engliſh Houſe for the reception and Staple 
of their Goods is very Magnificent. 

Baroche not far diſtant drives a great Trade in 
Cottons. The Engliſh have a very Noble Houſe 
here. Not far from which Tavernzer writes, tuat 
of a dry ſtick, a Mountebank in leſs then half an. 
Hour, made a Tree grow Five foot high, wich 
did bear Leaves and Flowers.

Terzitories which he had ſubducd, and be tributs- {'* 
ry to the Young King, and pay him half his Kc+ &. 
Venue. ; 
However .Savagz could: not reſt, but being 4 4 
ſtout man, vigilant, bold, and undertaking in the bs 
higheft deg: ce; he refalved to ſerze upon Cha-heft- © 
kan Govcri: ur of Decan, and. Uncle to the Great 
 Hogol, with all his Treaſures even in the midft of * 
his Armys, in the Town of Aurenge Aba:l. And 
nad effected his deſign if he. had not been fiſcove 
rec 
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red too ſoon, For one night being accompanied 
with a crew of reſolute Fellows he got into the 
very Apartment of Cha-heſt kan ;, where the Go- 
vernours Son, forward in his Fathers defence was 
killed, and he himſelf grieivouſly wounded ; Sava- 
& in the mean time geiting away without damage.. ' 
Yet this diſappointment did not daunt him in the 
leaſt, inſomuch that he undertook another bold: 
and eangerous enterprize 1n the Year 1654. which 
ſucceded b<tter. He drew about 3000 choſen men; 
out of his Army, with whom he rook the Feild: 
without noiſe ; ſpreading a Report oy the. way,. 
that it was a NobJeman going to Court, 

When he was necr Surat that Famous and Rich: 
Port of the Indtes, inſtead of Marching farther, as 
he made the Gra id Provoſt of that Countrey whom 
he met, believe, he fell into that Town, cutting: 
off the Arms and Legs of the Inhabitants to make. 
them diſcover th<ir Treaſures, ſearching, digging,. 
and loading away, or burning what he could not 
carry away with him. ic continued plundring 40: 
days 3 So that none but the Dutch and Engliſh ſaved: 
themſelves, b:cauſe they were in a good poſinre. 
of defence ; eſpecially the Engliſh, who having: 
time to ſend for affiſtance from ſome of their Ships 
which lay near the Town, behaved themtelves gal-- 
lantly and ſaved beſides their own, feveral other 
Houſes near them. 

A certain Jew of Conſlantiniple, who had brought: 
Rubies of a great value, to ſell them to the Great” 
Mozvl, was thrice brought upon his knees, and* 
had the knife held up to cut his Throat, yet till 
perſiſted in his denial that he had any, and fo ſa- 
ed his Life and Jewels, _ 

At that time the K. of Ethiopia had ſent an Am-- 
baſſador to the Great: Mozol- with ſeveral Preſents, . 
and among others, Twelve curious Horſes, and 2. 
little Mule; the Skin of which was ſpeckled like : 
that of a Tyger ; So finely, ſo yarioully, _ ſo. 
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orderly ſtreaked that no Silkin Stuff of India was 
more beautiful. There were alſo 2 Elephants 
Teeth, fo prodigiouſly large that a very ſtrong man 
could ſcarce lift one of them from the ground, 
rum the Yorn of an Oxe full of Civet, haif a 
foot broad on the top. They were no ſooner arti- 
ved at Surat, but Savagi came and ranſackt and 
burnt the Town, and there Houſe among the reſt, 
So that they could fave nothing but their Letters. 
He emptied the Oxes horn, and carried away the 
Horſes and the Elcphants Teeth. He durſt not at- 
tack the Caſtle z but Marcht off without oppoſiti- 
on, Joadcn with Gold, Silver, Jewels, Silk Stutts, 
fine Linnen and other Rich Merchandize, to the 
Value of Three hundred thouſand pound Englih 

money, | 
The Great Mogol ſent an Army under Feſſerngne 
to defiege the principal Fortreſs of Savagi, who be- 
1ng expert in matters of treaty, he ſo ordered the 
bufineſs, that Savaz? ſnrrendred before it came to 
extremity 3 and afterward joined with the Mogol 
againſt Viſapour ; The Mogol declaring him a Rajn, 
taking him under*his protettion, and making his 
Son a conſiderable Commander. Some time after 
the Mogol intending War againſt Perſia, writ ſuch 
obliging Letters to Savagi, extolling his Genero- 
litv, Ability and ConduR, that he at length reſol- 
yed, upon the Faith of Feſſeingue to come to the 
Mogol at Dehli. A Rinswoman to the Mogol being 
then at Court, having a great influence upon him, 
perſwaded him to ſecure Savagi, who had murde- 
red her Son, wounded her husband, and deſtroyed 
Surat. So that one evening Savagi ſaw his Pavil- 
lions beſet with 3 or 4 Regments of Souldiers. But 
he made ſhift to get away in the night ; the eldeſt 
Son of Feſſeingue was ſuſpeRed to have furthered 
his eſcape 3 but many ſay'd, that it was by the con- 
fent of the Great Mogol, fince he conld no longer 
retain him at Court, becauſe of the great ſpleen « 
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the Women againſt him,Yfor having dipt his hands 
in the Blood of their kinſmen, After this Savagi 
ſeized on many ſtrong Holds, moſtly ſeated upon 
ſtcep mountains, the Mogol not being able to recu e 
him, and he often ravages the Couutrey from Goa 
to the very Gates of Surat, 

He has likewiſe Ships at Sca, and 1n the Year 
1633 Fifteen hundred of his men in 3 Ships and 
four Grabbs, attackt an Englih Eaft-India Ship 
Capt. Fohn Hide Commander, but were bravely 
repulſed with a great ſlaughter, though thoſe brave 
Engliſhmen had not the happineſs long to cnioy the 
honour of that Noble Aion, their Ship being vn- 
fortunately caſt , away coming into the Channel!, 
and all the Men but Two, loſt. Sava; now Adts 
as King, and ſecures himſelf in the mountains 
where the Mogl is not able to attack him. 

Caambaia is 3 Miles from the Riyer Fnd:s and 
about 3 Viles in Compaſs, one of the neateſt and 
beſt Built Citvs in al} the Eaft, and called the Indz- 
an Grand Cairo for its Greatneſs, Traffick and Ferti- 
lity of ſoil, and ſo populous as to contain an hun- 
dred and thirty thouſand Famiiies. Acre they cut 
the Azats that come from other Countreys, wmto ſe- 
vcral forts of ſhzpes, agd in the Suburbs they make 
Indico Here the Eufd-Tndia Company had a Fafto- 
ry ; the tydes are ſo ſwift,that a Horſe at full ſpeed 
cannut keep pace with the Waves z but the Sea 
and the Trade is fallen away from it. Swalley is 
morc South, and about a Mile from the Sea, but 
gives name to a large Capacious Bay where the 
Ships ride that Trade to Surg#, froni which it 13

an Engliſh Factory which is now removed.

And becauſe no Perſon was to be 1n:an higher Place 
then the King, they with doors were bound 
fo keep their loweſt Rooms 3 He would ſuffer no 
Barhar to come near him ; one of his Wives cutting 
his hair for him, One part of kis magnificence 
conſiſts in his. Train of 200 Elephants, among 
which one was White, which he va'ued fo high- 
ly as to ſtile himfelf, King of the white Elephant. 
He paili>nate'y admires rhQcm, accounting them 
his Favouritcs, ard the Ornaments of his King- 
dom, If an FElqhant dyed he was bur ed with 
the ſame Futicraj) Poinp as a Novieman. The 
Enzliſh had a battoiy "torimterly 1 this Kingdom, 
as vel a$ at Armgin.'

Aving givenſomegccount of theForts andFatt- 

rys or the Honourable Eaſt India Company, 

I thaii ſubjoine a breif Relation of the Empire ard 
Government of that Mizhty Monarch. 

The nawe of Indjz is now given to the Empire 
of the.Great Mozol, and to the two Peninſula 's,0ac 
on this fide, and the other beyond Ganges; with 
the Iſlands ſcattered in the [ntian Sea ;, which are 
all comprehended vader the general Name of the 
Eaſt-Indies 3 yea ſome Authors take 1n all the Or:- 

.ental Part of Ajia, It 1s recorded, that the Old 
Inhabitants conſiſted in 122 ſeveral! Nations; ori- 
ginally dcſcended from the Sons of Noah, before 
their Journey co the Valley of Shinaar, and their 
attempt in Building the Tower of Babel. That it 
was firſt invaded by the famous Queen Seinrams, 
with an Army of above four Millions, whom Stau- 
robates an Indian King oppoſed with equal forces, 
who overcame and flew her. That the next Inva- 
ſion was by Buochus the Son of Fupiter and Hercu- 
Jes, who by policy and farce ſubdued them, and 
taught them the uſe of Wine, Oyl, and the Art 
of ArchiteQure. Aſter this, India was invaded by 
Alexander the Great ; He vanquifhing firſt Clophae 
Queen of Magaza, and then King Porizs, both whom 
"he teak Priſoners; But reſtoring them again 
their Liberty and Kingdom returned back to 646y- 
ton, where he dyed of poyſon. Afﬀter this they 
lived 1a peace under ſeveral Kings. In 1589. thcir 
Countrey being diſcovered by tic Portugals, and 
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after by the Dutch and Engliſh, they have had much 
Trafhck with them, 

This vaſt Empire compreherds the greateſt pact 
of the Continent of A/ia, wherein are contained 
37 Ringdoms. As for Remains of Antiquity ,there 
are few or none, the Mogols having ruincd all the 
Ancient Buildings, which according to the Ancients 
were 30 large Citys, and 3.00 Walled Towns and 
Caltles, ſo ſtrong as to be thought impregnablez 
which way not be improbable, 1f Noah firſt planted 
there, after his deſcent from Mount Ararat, not 
far diſtant from heace. Since ſuch mighty Ar- 
mys were raiſed in thoſe Countirevs not many Years 
after, and the Land ſo well Built and planted; ſo 
that when Alexander had overthrown King Porus 
near the River Hydaſpis, he ſay'd, He found greater 
Citys and more ſumptuous Buildings in Indta then 
12 all the World beſides. Some of the Citys that 
end in Pore, as Meliapore, Viſiapore, and others, 
ſeem to retain the Memory of K. Porws, as others 
In Scander, the Name of Alexander. 

The Dominions of the Great Mozol are larger then 
the Rerſians, and equal to the Srand Sergniors, 
His ſtrength lyes in the Number of his Subjetts, 
the Vaſtnes of his wealth, and the extent of his 
Empire ; his Revenue exceeding the Perſian and 
the Turbs both put together. But the K. of Perſia 
exceeds him in Horſe, Arms, and warlike People. 
His Revenue is reckoned to be about Seaven Millt- 
ons and an half, Engliſh money. The Throne alone 
wherein he gives Audience, 15 valued at near Four 
Millions,being almoſt covered with Jewe's, Pcarls, 
and all kind of precious ſtones of a vaſt Value. The 
preſent Mogol derives his Criginal from Tamberlan 
the Scythian, who overcame all! 4/74, and took Ba- 
jazet the Ottoman Emperor Priſoner, putting hun 
into an Iron Cage, againſt the Bars of which he 
beat out his brains. When Tamberlain had taken 


him Priſoner, he was brought before him, who =

Ing upon this unreaſonable Law, which oft render | 
the Wife of a Nobleman and her Children poor 
and miſerable in an Inſtant; He ſecretly diſtributed 
all his great Eſtate to indigent Gentlemen,and poct | 
. Widdows ; filling his Trunks, with Old Iron, old 
Shoes, Rags and bones, Locking and Sealing then | 
cloſe, ſaying, they were Goods belonging to tie þ 
MWpzol ; before whom they were brought after his Þ 
death, and opencd in h's preſence before his Lords 
that all ſaw this fine ſtuff; which ſo diſcampoſed the

He 1s able to bring 100000 Horſe into the Field, 
but the Foot are inconſiderable.

* them toward ſo great a Monarch. The Raja, 
or Lord looking on himſeif as a great Prince, he 
and his Brother having brought with them a Train 
of ſ1xteen thouſand Horſe, being nctled at this bold 
reproof of the Grand Maſter, drew out his dag- 


ger and [lew him on the place before the King; 


The Grand Maſter falling at the fect of his own 
Brother who ſtood juſt by him, he was going to 
revenge his Death, but was prevented by the Ra- 
Ja s Brother who fiab'd him likewiſe, and lay'd him 
athwart his Brothers Bodv;z The K ng ſecing theſe 
2 Murthers retired into his Apartment for fear 3 
but the Nobles and peop'e preſently fell upon the 
Raja's and cut them to peices; The King 1ncen- 
ſed at ſuch an attempt committed in his Houſe and 
preſence, commanded the bodies of the Rajas to 
be thrown into the River, which their Troops 
that they had left about Agra underſtanding threat- 
ned to enter the City and Pillage it ; ſo the King 
was adviſed to deliver them the Bodies of their 
Princes. When they were to be burned, thirteen 
Women belonging to the two Raja's came dancing 


by the hands, and being ſtifled by the Snoak, 


fell all together into the Firc;preſently the Bramins 
threw 


and pot upon the Funeral Pile, holding one another 
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threw in great heaps of Wood, Pots of Oil, and 
other combuſtible mattcr to diſpatch them. When 
I was at Patna, ſaith my Author, a handſom young 
Woman of about two and twenty, came to dcfire 
leave of the Governour to be burnt with the Body 
of her dead Husband ; The Governour compaſſio- 
nat' *s her Youth and Beauty, ftrove ta diflvade 
her, but finding her reſolute, askt her, whethcr 
ſhe underſtood what the Torment of Fire was, or 
* had ever burnt her Fingers ? No, no, anſwered 
* ſhe, I do not fear fire, and to let you know a; 
* much ſend for a lighted Torch hither. The Go- 
vernour abominating her anſwer, in paſſion bid her 
go to the Devil. Some young Lords pref-nt defi- 
red the Governaur to call for a Torch 2nd try her ; 
the Woman ran to meet it, and hc1d her hand in 
the Flame without altering her countenance, ſea- 
ring her Arm up to the very Elbow, that her FI. ſh 
looked as if broild, whereupon the Governour 
commanded hes out of his f1ght. 

The Government of the Great M71 1 (as ae 
have ſay'd) arbitrary and Tyranical, :ncaturing 
his pawer by his Sword and Lance, and inaking 
his will his Law, there being no Laws fo regulate 
Governours in the adminiſtration of Juſtice but 
what are written in the Breaſts of the King and 
his Subſtitutes; and ſo they often take the Liverty 
to puniſh the offender rather than the offence 3 
inens perſons more than their Crimes; though they 
ſtill pretend to proceed by proofs and not pre- 
ſumptions. In matters of conſequence the Mogo! 
himſelf wi!l fit as Judge, ad no Malefactors lye 
above one night in Priſon, and many times not at 
all, for if the Offeader he apprehended early in the 
morning, he is {nſiantly brought before the Judge, 
'by whom he is cither acquitted or condemned 3 
if it be Whipping, that is executed uſually w.th 
much ſeverity in the place of Juftice 3 If condem- 


ned to dye he is preſently carried from FR 
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to Executton, commonly in the Market-place ; 
which quick Judginent keeps the People in ſuch 
awe, that there are not many Executions. Murder 
and Theft they puniſh with death of what kind the 
Judge pleaſe to impoſe, ſome MalefaQors being 
hangd, othcrs beheaded, ſome impaled upon ſharp 
Stakes. a death of extream cruelty and torture ; 
ſome are torn to picces by wi'd Beaſts, ſome killed 
by Elepharits, and cthers Stung to death by Ser- 
pents. Thoſe that ſuffer by Elephants, who are 
trained up for Executions, are thus dcalt withal; 
If the Beaſt be commanded by his Rider to diſpatch 
the poor trembling Offender preſently, who lies 
proſtrate beforc him, he with his broad round Foot 
at one ſtamp kil!s him, but if he be condemned fo 
fo dic as to fecl himſelf dye, the Elephant will 
break his Bones by degrees with his hard trunk, as 
firſt his Legs, then his Thighs, after that the Eones 
in both his Arms, this done his wretched Spirit 1 
left to bre-th its laſt out of the midſt of thoſe bro- 
ken Bones.

ving killed his Mother, the Emperour was at a 
ſtand to think of a puniſh;nent adequate to fo hor- 
r1ble acrime, but after a little pauſe, he adjudged 
him to be ſtung to Deati by Serpents; ſo one of 
thoſe Mountebanks who keep them to ſhew tricks 


tothe People, brought two Serpents to do Execu- 


tion upon this wretched man ; whom he found na- 
ked (only a little covering before) and trembling. 
Then having angred theſe venemous Creatnres, he 
put one to lis Thigh, which preſently twined 1t 
{elf about that part till it came rear his Groin, and 
there bit him tii! Blood followed ; The other was.

put together, when the Ape again pluckt forth the 
name of Chriſt as before ; Mahomet Chan a great 
Favourite preſent, ſaid it was an Impoſture of the 
Chriſtians, though none were then there ; and 
deſired to make a third trial, which granted, he 
put but eleven of thoſe names together, reſerving 
the nzme of Chriſt in his hand ; the Ape ſearching

* recorded, Who would not have thought but that 
* I who have' been ſo long a Souldier ſhou'd have 
* dicd 11 the face of an Enemy, either by a Sword, 
* Lance, Arrow, Bullet, or ſome ſuch Inſtrument 
v* of death ? But now, though too late, I am forced 
* to confeſs that there is a great God above, whoſe 
&« Majeſty I have ever deſpiſed, who needs no big- 
&« ger Lance than at; hair to kill an Atheiſt or a deſ- 
« piſer of his Divinit» ; and ſo defiring theſe his 
n laſt words might be told the King his Maſter, he 

died. 

The Great Mogol, is a Prince of much Wealth 
and Power having multitudes of Souldiers 1n con- 
ſtant pay, and in his ordinary removes which are 
not uſuajly above ten mile at once, hath ſuch an 
infinite number of men and other Creatures atten- 
ding bim whoſe drink is water, that in a little time, 
as it was ſaid of the mighty Hoſt of Sennacherz%, 
they are ab'e to drink up Rivers.

He ſhipt himſelf for Conſtantini#le, where he 
ftriftly'obſerved all remarkablcs, and found much 
reſpe& from St. Paul Pindar then Ambatſidor there, 
to whoſe Houſe he had free Acccls ; Here he view 
ed ſeveral parts of Greece, and in the /iee(pant,and 
of thoſe two Caſtles dire&tiy oppolite to « ach other 
called Setos and Abidos on the Banks of that nar- 
row Sea famous for the Story of Hero and Lean- 
der 5 He much defired to ſee thoſe ſeven Churches 
of Aſia, which lye now in ruins, only Smyrna is (till 
famous for Trade, but not Religion;and Epbe/is, with 
ſome others, retain their names, though they have 
loſt the profeſſion of their Faith with the reſt. He 
faw the Ruins of Great Troy, once ſo populous as if 
ſown with people,but now with ſtanding Corn z the 
very ruins being almoſt gone to ruine, there only 
remaining part of an exceeding great Houſe, ſup- 
poſed part of the Famous Palace of Great King Pri- 
am. From Smyrna he went to Gran Cairo 1n Egypt at- 
ciently called Memphis and obferved the remains of 
the once famed Pyramids ; Returning thence to 
Alexandria with another Engliſhman, they paſſed by 
Sea to Foppa arid met ſome going to Feruſalem,with 
whom joining, they travelled through a Solitary, 
Rocky way, full of danger from the Wild Arabs, 
who Rob Travellers; Arriving at 7erufalem they 
ſaw and heard all wherewith Yilgrims are uſually 
treated, of which you have a tull Account 1n 4 
ſmail Book called Two Journ-ys to Peruſalem, YFc. 
Here our Traveller had the Arms of Feruſalem made 
upon his left Arm; and on his Right a fingie Croſs 
like that whereon our Saviour ſuffered.on the fides 
of which were written, Via, Veritas, Vita, The way, 
Truth,and Life,and on the foot three Nails like thoſe 
which faſtened our Saviour to it,done fo artifictally 
and indelibly by a Black Powder, as if drawn by 
ſome accurate Pencil upon Parchment. The poor 
man would much glory in beholding theſe Charact- 
H 4 ers, 
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ers,applying the words of St. Paul to himſelf,I bear 
in my Body the Marks of the Lord Jeſis, Gal.5.17. 
Hence they went to the Dead,Sea, the River Jur- 
dan,Sidon, Alexandretta,Scandergon and Aleppo, where 
he was kindly reccived by the Engliſh Conſul, ſtay- 
1:ig ſome time there for the Caravan, which conſiſts 
of 4a mixt multitude from divers parts, who travel 
together to prevent Theives and Murderers , With 
theſe ſetting forward they came to the City of Nt 
neveh in Af ria which in Jonahs time was three days 
Journcy,but now fo mean and obſcure, that Paſlcn- 
gers cannot ſay, this is Nineveh, having loſt its name 
and calicd naw Mel.

on both ſides planted with great Trees, clothed all 
the year with Leaves, of «xcecding benefit to Tra- 
veilers in that hot Clime.

At Azra our Traveller was kindly entertained oy 
the Engliſh FaQory, and there learned the Turl{/h, 
Arabian, Perſian,and Indoſtan Tongues ; which was 
very advantagious to him in his Trave's through the 
Mozols Territories, he wearing the habit,and ſpeak-
